VALU ATION OF RAILROAD 
(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


E ight hundred persons are now engaged in the 
physical valuation of the railroads 
in 
the 
United 
States, and they are covering about 1,600 miles per 
month, under the direction of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission, and, in the opinion of Charles A. 
Prouty, chairm an of the division of the Commission 
which has this work in hand, will require five years 
or until July I, 1919, to com plete the work. 
Of the 
force now employed, 800, m ost are in the field. They 
are distributed through five districts and are prac­ 
tically camping out. 
That Is to say they are living 
on construction cars and buying th eir own provender 
on a daily allowance from the commission. 
The eastern states as far south as North Carolina 
comprise the eastern district w ith headquarters In 
W ashington. 
The central states, w ith the exception 
of Ohio and Indiana but Including A rkansas and 
Louisiana, make up the central district, whose head­ 
quarters are in Chicago. 
The southeastern states, 
with Ohio and Indiana, with headquarters at Chat­ 


tanooga, is designated as the southern district. North 
and South Dakota with the territory running to the 
Rio Grande comprises the 
w estern 
district 
with 
headquarters a t Kansas City, while the Pacific states, 
with headquarters at San Francisco form a district 
of their own. 
Chairm an Prouty believes th at by next July 25,000 
miles of road will have been surveyed and he allows 
50,000 miles for each of the succeeding four years. 
Every road is required to file an inventory of every- 
tiling it owns, even to the sm allest detail. 
Thuc 
they are asked to report how m uch concrete and 
masonry has been placed in their bridges, etc., how 
many cubic yards of earth have been removed and 
how many have been put in plain. 
Also the number 
of ties, bolts, nuts, fishplates, etc. 
There are eight field parties In each district chock­ 
ing up these reports. 
Among the roads already 
worked over are the Texas M idland, Norfolk South­ 
ern, Chicago and Eastern Illinois, G reat Northern, 
W estern Pacific and Kansas City Southern.

Oil Exhibits at the Exposition 
(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


Efforts are now being made to combine the oil 
exhibit Into one exhibit a t the Panama-Pacific Exposi­ 
tion Instead of segregating by counties in their ex­ 
hibit. 
To th at end Irving 
C. 
Allen, 
petroleum 
chem ist for the U nited S tates Bureau of Minos, Com­ 
m issioner for the W orld’s Petroleum Congress of 
1915 and Comm issioner of P etroleum Exhibits for 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition, is visiting the several 
oil fields in the State. 
O utlining the scope of the 
proposed exhibit Mr. Allen in an interview is quoted 
as saying: 
“It is our intention to have an inside and an out­ 
side exhibit. The inside exhibit in the mining build­ 
ing, will include the exhibits us already planned by 
the counties—peg models, oil sam ples and photo­ 
graphs. 
But the biggest feature, for which the co­ 
operation of the California counties is asked, is the 
outside exhibit. 
In this la tte r display we want to 
have a reproduction of an oil camp, showing all kinds 
of cable and rotary tools, steel and wooden derricks, 
a drilling crew actually drilling a well, which, of 
course, will be dry, but which will go down 500 feet 
or more. 
W e w ant to show the different methods 
of transportation, the different m ethods of storing 
oil by m eans of wood, concrete, earth and steel 
containers. 
Practical dem onstrations will be given 
of the problems of seepage aud evaporation, together 
with an exposition of m ethods for the protection 
against fire. 
“But the principal feature of all will be a real 
refinery in operation. 
We will use a carload of 
oil every week, and refine this into gasoline and 
various lubricants. 
The products of this refinery 
we will use in the m achinery building, where all 
kinds of fine m achinery will be in operation. 
The 
engineers and m achinists in charge of the machinery 
will bo asked to make observations and keep data 


on tile results of the gasolines and lubricants used. 
All kinds of oils, eastern and California, will Le 
used in this way, and we w ant to show by the re­ 
sults obtained that the California black oil is every 
bit as good and useful as the higlier-grade Pennsyl­ 
vania product. 
In order to do tills we m ust pool 
our funds and more will be requested from the 
counties producing oil than they originally intended 
to give. 
“Tho entire exhibit was to have been financed 
by' the oil companies of the State, but. owing to the 
situation at the present time, resulting from the 
w ar in Europe ami over-production, money is very 
scarce and tile oil companies have been unable to 
carry out their intentions. 
Consequently we are 
com pelled to raise the funds in some other way. 


“Tile Standard Oil Company offered to finance the 
en tire project, stipulating, however, that its name 
should be attached to everything. 
This, of course, 
would make the affair nothing but an advertising 
schem e and tile otter was refused. 
The Union Oil 
Company offered to do the sam e tiling without any 
strings attached to the proposal, but owing to tile 
present financial situation the offer had to be with­ 
draw n. 


“T he Associated Oil Company lias promised to 
donate $1500 and Hie Royal Dutch-Shell combine lias 
offered to give its share, w aiting to see what other 
oil com panies do before m aking th eir donation. F res­ 
no has alm ost assured us $5000. 
Santa Barbara men 
in charge of the exhibit there have virtually promised 
$1000 and citizens have prom ised to raise $1500 more. 
T he seven southern counties, headed by Los An­ 
geles, which are arranging a competitive exhibit, 
have a large amount set aside for the oil exhibit and 
we will probably get that.”

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A Potpouri of News and Views 


(From Lob Angeles Financial News.) 


Gross Deposits National Banks 
There are forty-one N ational banks in the United 
States whose gross deposits exceed $25,000,000. Of 
this num ber fourteen are in New York City, four in 
Chicago, four in St. Louis, three in San Francisco 
and two in Kansas City. 
The National City bank of New York heads the 
list w ith deposits of $260,726,000; the Continetal and 
Commercial National of Chicago is second with $155,- 
749,000. The figures are obtained from returns made 
to the Comptroller of the Currency in compliance 
with his call of October 31. 
Compared 
with the 
am ounts reported on Septem ber 12 the greatest gain 
in gross deposits were scored by a few of the New' 
York city institutions, the F irst National leading 
with an increase $15,358,000. 
The others showing 
the greatest growth were the National City with 
$15,080,000, the Liberty N ational w’ith $8,390,000 and 
the Hanover with $6,280,000. 
Outside of New York 
the F irst National of St. Paul registered the greatest 
increase, which was $5,224,000. 
In San Francisco 
the Anglo & London-Paris N ational showed an in­ 
crease of $ 1,639, OOO and AVells Fargo Nevada National 
$152,000. 
The heaviest decreases in gross deposits were 
suffered by the following banks: National Park of 
New York, $9,780,000; F irst National of Chicago, 
$9,705,000; Commercial & Continental of Chicago, 
$8,317,000; Mechanics & M etals of New York. $5,987,- 
000; 
National Bank of Commerce of New York, 
$5,877,000. 
In San Francisco the National Bank of 
California recorded a decrease of $1,241,000. 


As Viewed By a Banker 
“Progress, rapid and uninterrupted, has been made 
during the past thirty days in restoring financial 
conditions to their norm al basis. Foreign exchanges 
have been stabilized, in terest rates on loans have 
declined, deficiencies in bank reserves have been 
made up, clearing house certificates have been re­ 
tired, and a distinctly easier and more confident feel­ 
ing is everywhere 
observed. 
Business, 
however, 
shows no signs of m arked revival, nor may any be 
reasonably expected in the near future.” 
This is 
the opening statem ent in the monthly Financial let­ 
te r of the 
American N ational Bank of San F ran­ 
cisco sent 
out this week. 
Continuing the letter 
says in part: 
‘‘The most im portant financial event of the month 
was the formal opening of the twelve regional re­ 
serve banks, under the law' passed last December. 
Great benefit to the comm ercial interests of the 
county is expected to result from this, the first ser­ 
ious attem pt ever made to concentrate the banking 
reserves of the country. 
The change of system was 
made w ithout friction or difficulty. W hile it will take 
some time for the full effect to be realized, the im­ 
m ediate consequence was to inspire greater con­ 
fidence in the banking system and relieve any fear 
of stringency th at m ight have existed. 
The ulti­ 
m ate success of the new' plan will depend very large­ 
ly upon the wisdom and ability of the men placed 
In charge of the various regional banks.” 


As to Exclusive Rights 
Does a franchise held by a light and power com­ 
pany give it exclusive rights over the streets of a 
city which has granted tile franchise 
A Cincinnati 
Judge has decided in the negative. 
A press report 
story regarding the decision by the Ohio Jurist says: 
“A franchise does not give a light and power com­ 
pany the exclusive right to lay or string wires in a 
city’s streets, according to a decision just handed 
down by Common Pleas Judge Gormon in the suit 
of the city of Cincinnati to enjoin the Diamond Light 
Company from crossing the city streets and from 
selling electrical power for commercial use. 
“The ruling by the Court covers some extremely 
im portant points and establishes a precedent upon 
which it is believed by some, the monopoly held by 
the Cincinnati Gas and E lectric Company and the 
Union Gas and Electric Company, its lessee, as well 
as by the Cincinnati & Surburban Bell Telephone 
Company, may be knocked out and a way paved 
whereby sim ilar corporations may get into Cincin­ 
nati. 
“The decision sets aside the idea that a franchise 
is absolutely necessary before a company can sup­ 
ply others with such service, or that permission to 
do so m ust he obtained from Council or the city offi­ 
cials. 
In fact, the decision holds that a rnonoi>oly 
of tile lighting business in a city or the furnishing 
of electricity for commercial purposes cannot be 
given to any individual cr corporation, and that com­ 
petition can enforce its rights, the Court holding that 
abutting property owners have the use of the streets 
and highways, and where abutting property owners 
agree, they can lay conduits under a street, or string 
wires, so long as they do not interfere with the 
use of Hie street as a thoroughfare.” 


New Nevada Mining Companies 
A rticles of incorporation of the Sierra Standard 
Mines Company, with principal place of business 
located a t Reno, have been filed for record with the 
secretary of state. The corporation has a capitaliza­ 
tion of $250,000, divided into 250 shares of the par 
value of $1 each. 
Steve Currie of Reno, W. K. 
Ephriam of San Francisco and E. T. Smith of Fowler, 
California, signed tile articles. 
Tile certificate of incorporation of the Boss Ex­ 
tension Mining Company of Las Vegas, with a capital 
of $1,000,000, divided into 1,000,000 shares of $1 
each, has also been filed for record. 
P eter Buol, 
Paul Buol and Richard Busteed of Las Vegas appear 
of record as the original incorporators, with prin­ 
cipal place of business a t Las Vegas. 
H. W. Rand, T. W. Taylor and P. D. McIntosh filed 
articles of incorporation of the Atlas Mining Com­ 
pany, which lias acquired by purchase the Bristol 
Nos. I, 2. 3, 4, 5 and 6 m ining claims, located in 
the Bristol mining district in Lincoln County. W ith a 
capital of $100,000, divided into 1,000,000 shares of 
IO cents each; the company will operate the prop­ 
erty. 
The company’s principal place of business is 
located a t Pioche. 


Problem for Federal Reserve Board 
“Admission of State hank and trust companies to 
the Federal Reserve system has proved a difficult 
problem,” s a 's a W ashington dispatch, “for tim Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board, which has about decided not to 
make final regulations to govern such admission 
until It lias an opportunity to discuss the m atter 
with representatives of such institutions. 
No date 
has been set for such a meeting, but it is probable 
one will be called in the near future. Applications 
of more than IOO State banks and tru st companies— 
among them several large institutions—already are 
on tile 
with 
the board, and others 
follow 
the 
announcem ent of a policy in regard to their entrance. 
The m eeting would be held in W ashington, aud an 
opportunity offered to debate the board’s suggestions 
for regulations. 
“Difficulty has been encountered by the board in 
attem pting to define how far a State bank can go 
in loans on real estate, 
it is desired that the as­ 
sets of all member banks rem ain fairly liquid, but 
a too strict regulation applicable iu all cases might 
interfere with hanks which now have large amounts 
loaned on real property, but which have their m atur­ 
ities so arranged that loans are constantly falling 
due. 
“The hoard lias suggested to several banks that 
It is about time bank members of the Federal Ad­ 
visory Council were named, so that a meeting of 
th at body can be held here early next year. Many 
of the banks have chosen their members, but others 
have not. 
The council m eeting will not be called 
until tile system has been w orking for at least six 
weeks, so that its members will have a fair idea 
of w hat may be expected.” 


Prices for Principal Crops 
A decrease of about 7.1 per cent in the level of 
prices paid American producers for the principal 
crops during October is noted by the D epartm ent of 
A griculture in a report made public this week. 
Ex­ 
clusive of cotton the decline was 6.1 per cent. For 
the past six years the price level has decreased 
during October 4.3 per cent. 
The departm ent a ttri­ 
butes two causes for the unusual decline this year; 
first, to steady im provem ent in prospective yields 
during October; second, to the levelling downward 
resulting from a transition from a year of sm all 
production and high prices to a year of large produc­ 
tion and lower prices notably in case of corn and 
potatoes. 


On November I, the index figure of crop prices, 
was about 5.4 per cent, low er than a year ago; 7.1 
per cent higher than two years ago, and 2 per cent 
higher than the average past six years on Novem­ 
ber I. 


Prices paid to producers for m eat anim als de­ 
creased 5.8 per cent during the month from Septem ­ 
ber 15 to October 15. 
On October 15, the average 
(weighted) price of m eat anim als was $7.14 per IOO 
pounds, against $7.12 a year ago. 


No New Banking Code 
Believing that present conditions do not justify an 
attem pt to introduce a new' banking code in the 
state, the legislative com m ittee of the W ashing­ 
ton State Bankers’ Association, meeting at Seattle 
recently, decided to ask for few changes from the 
next legislature. 
The inauguration last week of the 
new' Federal Reserve system is one reason for the 
decision not to seek any im portant changes in the 
state law. 
J. C, Cunningham, vice-president and 
m anager of the Union T rust and Savings bank, repre­ 
sented Spokane bankers at the meeting, being the 
only eastern W ashington m em ber of the comm ittee 
present. 
Practically the only im portant m easure 
which will be proposed to the legislature is a change 
in the system of appointing receiverships for bank­ 
rupt banks. 
It is declared th at the present plan 
of placing some person not acquainted with banking 
in charge of bankrupt institutions should be substi­ 
tuted by placing the bank in charge of the State 
Examiners. 


In Black Hills Mines 
The total output of gold from the Black Hills 
of South Dakota since it w'as opened to miners is 
alm ost two hundred million dollars. 
The total out­ 
put for this year is $7,325,510 of which the Home- 
stake mine produced $6,046,000. 
Most of the ore 
this year ran under $4 per ton gold and while some 
was higher than this the general average for the 
Hills was $3.68 per ton. 
T here are employed in the 
mines in this richest spot of ground in the United 
States 3,040 persons of whom. 1344 are underground 
workers, the lowest wage scale for any of them being 
$3 for an eight hour day. 
During the year there 
were fourteen accidents in the mines, four of w’hich 
were fatal. 


Wheat Area Next Year 
“As a result of the w ar In Europe, a world-wide 
tendency exists to increase the acreage of wheat. 
Doubtless the most extensive area in the history 
of the world will be seeded 
during 
the 
present 
autum n and coming spring. 
A prospective heavy 
demand for this im portant food grain by the im port­ 
ing countries of W estern Europe is likely if seeding 
conditions favor, to give extraordinary stim ulus to 
sowing of both w inter and spring varieties in the 
two great exporting countries of North America and 
to those sowing now being finished under suspicious 
circum stances in British India.” This is the view of 
Charles M. Dougherty, statistical expert of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, made public in a report 
this week. 


Our Greatest Cotton Crop 
Figures given out by the census bureau indicate 
that this year’s cotton crop will be the greatest ever 
produced in the United States running between 15,- 
500,000 and 16,000,000 bales. 


When Will W ar End? 
Prophets in financial and insurance circles in Lon­ 
don are now predicting th at the war will end by 
March 31. 
Lloyds policies indicate that betting is 
now lo to 6 that war is to end on date named. 


Money Cost of War 
Great Britain under peace conditions has an an­ 
nual expenditure of $925,000,000 or a daily expendi­ 
ture of a little more than $2,500,000 per day. Under 
war conditions the expenses have increased $5,000,- 
OOO per day for war or under present conditions more 
than three times as much per day as when peace 
reigns. 
France is spending $7,000,000 per day, Ger­ 
many $7,000,000 and Russia $14,000,000. The total 
cost of the war per day to Europe is in round num­ 
bers $40,000,000 per day, $1,625,000 an hour, $27,088 
per minute or $450 every tick of the clock. 
Cleveland Exchange Opens 
Cleveland, Ohio, Stock Exchange opened on Mon­ 
day last. 
The m arket for local securities was un­ 
restricted but securities listed on other boards which 
had not resumed trading were subject to a minimum 
price. 


Austria’s War Loan 
Subscriptions to the Austrian war loan amount to 
$460,000,000, oue-third of which was subscribed in 
Hungary, the remainder by Austria. 
Subscriptions 
continue to be received.
